New York. Jnn. 20.—Another 
I3.0O0.000 storm swept New York 
City to-day, causing the marshalling 
of the full snow removal force of 
417 ploughs and between 10.000 and 
12.060 shovelers to keep the main 
thoroughfares open. The snow was 
approaching a depth of six inches 
before the full force was in action 
shortly after dayllgh.t 

The work of removing the new fall 
was made more difficult by the fact 
that remnants of the test storm, 
which cost the city approximately 
93.600.000. remained In some side 
streets despite the labor of the street 
cleaning forces. 

Like the previous storm, to-day’s 
snow was blown through the streets 
by a high wind, making traffic 
dangerous. 

Commuters' trains for almost all 
points were delayed. Service of the 
trolley lines laso was hampered, tie- 
ups of nearly an hour occurring In 
some Instances. Even the subway 
wta delayed on lines crossing bridges 
exposed to the weather.
